It provides that any 
holder ef silver bullen shall be enti- 
tled to Gonvert it into standard dol- 
dars of 41214 grains each, or into bars 
at the same rate ef ‘exchange at any 
mint, but prolilüts tho receipt of de- 
positwof sil vr in exchange for any ot ker 
coinage. The friends of this hill say, 


and we hope they are honest with us, 


that it will bring silver up to some- 
thing like its former price, although 
how they do not éay. They give us 
thetimpressieh that the addi de- 

mand for silver would the 
pries That would be 4 good reason 
for the bill, add if we oould believe it 
ve would support the measure heart- 
ily; but we donot. If the gevern- 
ment were to, buy all the silver that 
was offered, and lock it up, it might 
raise the price, or if it were to receive 
it at par ie exchange fer gold and cur- 
rency it would 0 che same, for in 
that case it would. be simply a ques- 
tion of -eredit, the same as with 
greenbacks, but the silver men ate toe 
smart fer that. They have a clause 
probibiting the government from ex- 
changing it for any other coin. They 
get thé whole benefit themselves of 
tho difference between gold and silver 


and, they do, n. want it to Gon de, par. ‘| 
Neither do they, want the present law 


to stand, for by it the treasury gets 


the benefit of the discount. What 


they want is to go te the mint with 
their silver wörth 50 pence per dunce 
and have it coined free, by which pro- 
cess83 cents worth of silver becomes a 
legal tender for a dollar which they can 
compel any man they happen to owe 
to acceptin payment of their debt. 
Another dead set at the busi ness in- 
terests of the country is a clause which 
while it compels the treasurer to re- 
ceive silver bullien in all payments 
due the government, prohibits it 
from coining its own silver which must 
be sold for what it will bring. We 
do not believe the mest ultra silver 
editors in Nevada will support such a 
measure.

Of John McGinley—Close of an Anven- 
turous Career. 


Jehn McGinley was born September the 
20th, 1826, near Omag,in the county ef Ty- 
rone, Ireland, In 1832, when but a child of 
six years of age he left home, baretoot, 
and with three pence in hie pocket. and made 
his way en foot and alone a distance of over 
one hundred miles to Dublin, the great city ef 
Ireland. His parents were reduced te indi ' 
geat circumstances, as many of the Irish peo- 
ple were, by the failare ot crops, ard to return 
home was but folly. Even at that infant age 
he conceived the idea of acting the part of a 
peddler. and with his small commodities on 
his back he traveled through the interier of 
Ireland, and seld ters, etc,, and seen accumu- 
lated means enongh te enable him to visit 
seme relatives in Glascow, Scotland, where 
he remained until 1836, when he again engag- 
ed lu his new enterprise, and traveled over 
England, France, Spain, and Portugal; visit- 
ing Londen, Paris, and Lisbon. After having 
finished his 


LONG AND LABORIOUS TRAVELS, 


he returned te Liverpeol, and in 1837 he ap- 
prenticed himself to an English man-of-war. 
Here his greatness depended upon his inex- 
haustible activity. Hehad the energy of a 
dozen ordinary boys, and from his infancy 


edge. It was on beard the man-of-war that 
young McGinley learned hie first lessens in 
orthography, reading,writing and arithmetic. 
He aleo learned mos ie, dancing, and to play 
the part of an Irish comedian. The boy 
warrior was,for atime, delighted with his new 
field of operations, and while the old English 
man-of-war was looking after her real estate 
and her British subjects in a foreign land (as 
no other nation has ever done) our yeung 
soldier had the geod fortune of visiting Tunis, 
Jerusalem, Athens, and Rome; but after his 
return home he became disgusted and tired of 
English military eppression, and went en 
board an English ship and sailed around the 
cape ef Geod Hope inte the Indian ocean to 
the Bay of Bengal, landing at Calcatta; 
thence to Sumatria snd Canten, China, return- 
ing via. Sydney, Australia, having, perhaps, 
made the mest extensive visits and scen 
more of the Old World than any man of his 
age then living. Ambition, hewever, was too 
strong a passion in his young bosom to allow 
him to remain satisfied with what he had seen 
of the Old World and he determined to see 
the New, and in 188 he shipped before the 
mast onan American clipper, and In the fall 
of the same year he landed in the eity of New 
York, where he remained for a short time, and 
in 1849 again shipped before the mast on a 
merchant ship, via. Cape Horn, to San Fran- 
cisco, and from there he went te EI Dorado 
county, where he was married in 1850, and 
while engaged in mining accumulated 


A SMALL FORTUNE. 


Ia 1852 he moved te Colusa, in the Sacra- 
mento valley, and built the American hotel. 
In 1855 he moved te Folsom and built the 
Merchants hotel. In 1856 he meved te Sacra 
mento city and built up a magaificent home 
on the river for his family, at a cost of over 
twenty thonsand dollars, and lost all by the 
great Sacramento floed in 1862. Im 1862-3 he 
was landiord of the United States hotel. In 
1804 he went through Oregon to Idahe, the 
great gold excitement, and by his inexhausti- 
ble energy and industry, soon again was in 
possession of a large sum of money, and 
built the first theatre in Idahe City, at a cost 
of eighteen thousand dollars. Idahe City at 
that time contained a pepulation of over 
twenty thousand inhabitants, andin the im- 
mediate vicinity of the city millions of dollars 
wers taken out of the rich placer mines. In 
1865 he gave three thousand dollars to the 
Catholic church which was erected on bis 
ewn ground. By this time Mr. McGinley's 
ability was fully appreciated, so he was en- 
gaged as 
THEATRICAL MANAGER 
He engaged most ef the noted stars on the 
Pacific coast at that time. The following are 
the names ef some of the meet pepular actors 
and actresses: Julia Dean Hayne, Mr. ard 
Mrs. G. B. Waldron, Miss Leighton, Julia 
Morgan, Fanny Morgan Phelps, Billy Shep- 
perd, John 8. Potter, Sue Robinson, Frank 
Cussey and many others. But alas! while in 
the midst of his zenith,and ia the prime of his 
life, surrounded with all the comferte of a 
new heme, the destructive monster came, and 
Idaho City was laid in ashes. Johan McGin. 
ley and family were left homeless and desti- 
tute. Fearless and undaunted, he left Idaho 
with aemall troupe and went to Salt Lake 
City. In 1866 be went to Montana, and in 1867 
he put up a large theatre in Prescet. but be- 
fore it was scarcely fiaished was consumed by 
fire.

He was the foueder and owner of 
more theatres than any other mas on the Pa- 
cific eoast, if notin America, was ewner of 
two hotels and a fine residence that cost him 
not less than two hundred thousand dollars. 
Altheugh he possessed an tren energy, bis mis- 
fortanes so depressed him in the last few 
years of his life,as to make humanity give 
way at times. aud he tadulged too freely in 
the intoxicating bowl. Mr. McGinley was 
not a star, bat acted very well the part of an 
Irish commedien. His was a true, genereus 
sonl. and he himself was his woret enemy.
